for a felony on complaint of a boy. 
In August, he attacked the jailor in 
Belleville in an attempt to escape. He 
was indicted for that offense. In Oc- 
tober a jury trying him on, the first 
charge found that he was insane when 
he committed the crime and at the time 
of the trial. | 

After being in the Southern J)lincis 
Hospital for the Zriminal Ireane f:r 
two months he was discharged as cured. 
He was then rearrested on a charge of 
attacking the. jailor. 

His attorneys asked that he he’ re- 
leased on a writ of habeas ec :-rpus, ccn- 


tending that the insanity verdic® acted | 


as a bar to a criminal prosecution for 


any offense committed between the date’ 


of his. first crime and the date of thu 
verdict. 

Judge Crow refused the writ, hl i- 
ing that Tevenbaugh might have had 
Jucid periods and might be responsibl+s 
under the law for another crime.

GO ON A STRIKE 


4000 Factories in New York Are 
Tied Up — Many of 
Strikers Are Women. 


WORKERS COUNSEL PEACE 


Strike Greatest New York Has 


Known in Years — Mass 
Meetings Arranged. 





NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—Men and wom- 
en garment workers, estimated in num- 
ber at 125,000, went out on strike in New 
York today, tying up approximately 4000 
factories. They demand higher pay and 
better working conditians. 

Mass meetings of the strikers began 
as early as 4 a. m., and at daylight, 
in a drizzling rain, picket squads of 12 
had been posted at all the factories af- 
fected. In each squad were at least two 
women. 

Forty-five halls throughout “the city 
have been engaged by the strikers for 
gathering places, Violence has been 
discountenanced by the leaders and the 
walkout was accompanied by no dts- 
order. 

1000 Pickets in. Places. 

More than 1000 pickets were ordered by 
a vote of the workers at a late night 
meeting to report in the several d@is- 
tricts as early as 5 o'clock tHis morring 
to distribute proclamations printed in 
several languages explaining the pur- 
poses of the strike. It was announced 
that 40 public halls in different parts of 
the city had been engaged for mass 
meetings daily, beginning today. 

The strike is among the makers of 
men’s and boys’ clothing and will be the 
largest New York has experienced in 
years, if the tie-up of this industry 
Lproves as complete as the leaders threat- 

n. The total value of the product of 
men’s and boys’ clothing manufactured 
in New York yearly is estimated at 
$350,000,000. It will be the first large 
strike in this branch of the industry 
bere. 

The strike affects only the makers of 
men’s outer garments, coats, Sgt: 
overcoats and trousers 

The Ladies’ Waist and Drdaembkere 
Union may strike later, making 200,000 
persons in all to quit work. More than 
3000 manufacturers of men’s clothing 
are concerned, with an aggregate Ccapl- 
tal of approximately $40,000,000. 

Possibilities of a spread of the strike 
to other cities were not featured in 
statements by the leaders, but it was 
declared that the tie-up in New 7k 
vould affect the country at large. Four 
big sections of the city, which have 
been thickly settled with Jewish immi- 
rrants from Russia will be tiie prinvet- 
pal scenes of the strike. These are 
known as the East Side and Haz'om 
wections of Manhattan and the Brown:- 
ville and Eastern districts of Briuok- 
lyn. Newark, N. J., and Jersey City,

Lack of Majority on Joint Ballot 
by Either Party to Center 
Interest in Fight. 
LEGISLATIVE PROGRAMS 
Twelve Middle West State Leg- 


islautures' Will Meet in Reg- 
ular Session in January. 


By Apesociated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—Twelve Middle 


| West state legislatures, including that 


of Tilinois, will meet in regular session 


early in January. With two United 
States Senators to be elected, the first 
Democratic administration in 20 years 
in the saddle, a band of 26 legislators 
from the Progressive party fighting Re- 
publicans and Democrats, and no party 
holding a majority in either house on 
joint ballot, it is certain that the 
Forty-eighth Dlinoig General Assembly, 
to be called te order Jan. 8, will be- 
ceme a center of interest. 

Not only is a deadlock in connection 
with the senatorships almost a cer- 
tainty, but a bitter contest over or- 
ganization of the Legislature, which may 
delay the regular work of the session 
for weeks, is expected. 

Social Betterment Bills. 

Wisconsin probably will attract next 
greatest attention. Wisconsin has 
mapped out a comprehensive program 
of social betterment legislation in 1913. 

Efforts to establish a system of cred- 
its to ala€ farmers, a system of land col- 
onization that will make possible the 
‘back to the land’’ movement for the 
man with little money; a mothers’ pen- 
sion plan, a minimum wage bill and 
a recall bill for members of state com- 


imissions, are a few of the measures 


that will be considered at Madison. 

Six Middle Western states in addi- 
tion to Illinois will elect a Federal Sen- 
ator. These are Michigan, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, South Dakota, Minnesota and 
Kansas. No Senator will be elected 
next year in Ohio, Indiana, Missour! 
and Wisconsin. 

Four Republican Senators. 

Indications at this time point to the 
election from these seven states of four 
Republican Senators, at least two and 
possibly three Democrats, and one Pro- 
gressive. Illinois may choose two Dem- 
ocrats, or name one Democrat and a 
Republican or other party member to 
fill the short term opened by the refusal 
of the Federal Senate to consider valid 
Senator Lorimer’s election. 

In Michigan, despite rumors of a com- 
bination against him, William dAldeu 
Smith, Republican, has declared that he 
is certain of election. Iowa is slated 
to return to Washington William 4. 
Kenyon, Republican. Nebraska, unless 
the unexpected happens, will name 
George W. Norris, Progressive. 

In South,Dakota, Thomas Sterlin, Re- 
publican primary nominee, may be op- 
posed by Senator Robert J. Gamble. In 
Minnesota, the return of Senator Knute 
Nelson is assured. In Kansas, it is ex- 


jpected that Judge W..H. Thompson 


Democrat, will be elected to succeed 
Senator Charles Curtis. 
Situation in Nebraska. 

Of the 12 states, if party lines gov- 
ern, the Republicans will control the 
Legislatures in Michigan, Iowa, South 
Dakota, North Dakota, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. The Democrats hold in 
overwhelming majority in the Legisla- 
tures of Ohio, Indiana, Missouri and 
Kansas. In Nebraska the Democrats 
have a majority of one on joint ballot. 
although the Republicans have # ma- 
jority in the Nebraska Senate. 

These political alignments, however, 
ray be changed in several of the Legis- 
latures by members of the new Pro- 
gressive party, some of whom were 
elected under the name of Republican. 

In some states there is no Progres- 
sive representation in the Legislature, 
and in others the representation is so 
small] as to be of scarcely any effect. In 
Missouri, J. H. Somerville of Mercer 
County was the sole Progressive elected 

According to precedent in the Missouri 
House he will be floor leader for his 
party and will be entitled to a place on 
every committee. 

Legislative Programs. 

In Ohio Gov.-elect James M. Cox will 
attempt to limit the legislative session 
to 60 or 90 days. Acts for the validation 
of the new Ohlo constitution will take 
up much of the time of the legislators. 

At Indianapolis, the members are ex- 
pected to be involved in a fight between 
Democratic factions to elect a Speaker. 
In North Dakota legislators will vote on 
® proposal to build a new Statehouse at 


} Bismarck. 


Missouri, it is expected, will past a 
bill for direct election of United States 
Senators. In Kansas legislators will be 
occupied in an effort to enlist the sup- 
port of the newly enfranchised women 
of the State. 

Legislative programs in these dozen 
states indicate that woman suffrage, 
“blue sky” laws (to regulate the is- 
suance of corporation stocks), the ques- 
tions of public utilities commission, 
United States regulation of woman and 
child labor, good roads, the Hquor ques- 
tion and the initiative, referendum and 
recall wil] be to the fore.

OF TRACKS FOUGHT 


Gould System Attorney Wants 
Modification of Ruling in 
Tower Grove Case. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY. Mo., Dec. | 30.— 
Robert Railey, representing the legal 
department of the Gould system of 
railroads, filed a motion in the Supreme 
Court today asking for a modification 
of judgment in a case from St. Louis, 
filed at the last sitting of the court en 
banc, wherein it was held that cities 
have the. authority to compel railroads 
to abolish grade crossings and by or- 
dinances to compel them to depress 
their tracks, when public parety and 
convenience demands. 

Railey says that the railroads are 
willing to admit the right of the citics 
to compel the doing away with grade 
crossings, but they object to the clause 
in the ruling of the court which relates 
to compelling them to depress their 
tracks. In his opinion, a general move 
on the part of the cities of the State 
to depress railroad tracks would bank- 
rupt the main lines. 

The decision was a suit on the part 
of the Iron Mountain, the Frisco and a 
small belt line in St. Louis to quash 
an ordinance requiring them to depres» 
their tracks near Tower Grove station 
and abutting the property of ithe 
American Tobacco Co, 
was written by Judge Woodson and 
concurred in by all the members of 
the court. 

From what Railey says, the ratiroads 
are willing that ordinances should com- 
pell them to abolish grade crossings by 
the construction of viaducts or tunnels, 
but they do not want to be forced to 
depress their tracks.

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ITY GIVES LODEING 


Delegate Says Two Hours’ Work 
for a Flop on a Floor Is 
Too Much. 


Acting Mayor Gundlach and Speaker 
Sommerich of the House of Delegates, 
as members of the Municipal Lodging 
House Commission, called a conference 
for Monday afternoon with Delegate 
Lahiv of the Sixth Ward and Council- 
man Fletcher. 

The conference was requested by La- 
hiv, Fletcher concurring. Its purpose 
is to discuss the advisability of buying 
beds and bedding for the lodging house, 
which is to be opened formally in the 
basement of the old Four Courts build- 
ing Wednesday. 

‘Making a man work two hours for a 
flop on a floor and a sandwich for 
breakfast is taking a mean advantage 
of him,’’ Lahiv remarked, as he argued 
for the hearing. 

Fletcher, who fathered the lodging 
house bill in the Municipal Assembly, 
agrees with this view. He and Lahiv 
got together in the morning and fig- 
ured on the cost of the beds. They 
found that 500 iron cots could be bought 
for $500 and enough bedding for $250. 
An appropriation of $2500 was made for 
the support of the inetitution. 

“They are talking of employing guards 
to watch the city’s guests,’’ Lahiv said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “These 
men won't need watching. What they 
will need most is a comfortable place 
to sleep. They will be required to work 
two hours, either shoveling snow or 
sweeping the street, and they ought to 
get something more than a cold floor 
to sleep on for their trouble.’’ 

The police already are opening the 
basement to the homeless men, although 
the lodging house is not formally open 
because there was no emergency clause 
in the bill providing for it.

Curtis charges that Ferdinand Biston 
alienated the affection of his wife, 
Elizabeth BH. Curtis, and that his par- 
ents encouraged him in his attentions 
to her. 

The Bistons ere members of cne of 
the ‘older families of South St. Louis 
and are said to be wealthy. 

Curtis chargez in his petition, flied by 
Attorney Geornge E. Mix, that after 
meeting Mrs. Crrtis through a woman 
friend more than a year ago, Biston 
paid her great attention, taking her au- 
tomobile riding end to places of amuse- 
ment, and that he spent several days 
at Atlantic City while she was there last 
summer. 

Ordered to Move. 

Curtis’ business kept him out of the 
city for weeks at a time, and sis peti- 
tion charges that the conduct of Bisten 
and Mrs. Curtis was such that sae was 
ordered to move from two hous¢s while 
he was out of the city. One was at 
$820 Arsenal street and the otrer at 
3161A Gustine ovenue. From the latter 
place, Curtis said, his wife went to 3690 
West Pine boulevard, where she :ented 
one room and dié light housekespng. 

The petition charges that Biston’s 
parents encouraged him in his attentions 
to Mrs. Curtis, and that they accompa- 
nied the couple to the St. Louis fair, and 
on automobile rides. 

Curtis told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that his wife met Biston early in the 
spring of 1912. The first he knew of the 
acquaintance, he said, was when his 
wife asked him if it would be proper for 
her to go automobiling with Biston and 
a woman friend. Curtis gave his con- 
sent. Later, he said, his wife asked him 
if he would object if she accepted a bull- 
dog as a present from Curtis. He said 
that although he gave his consent, the 
bulldog was never received. 

Regarding the charge that Biston met 
Mrs. Curtis in Atlantic City, Curtis said 
that his wife went East to visit rela- 
tives in Allentown, Pa., and that he 
knew she was going to Atlantic City, 
but thought she was going with a wom- 
an friend. He said later he learned that 
Biston was in Atlantic City at the same 
time. 

Daily Phone Conversation. 

The petition says that Biston has given 
Mrs. Curtis tickets to theaters and mu- 
Sical entertainments, and has communi- 
cated with her almost daily over the 
telephone, and that he has called her by 
affectionate and endearing terms. Cur- 
tis charges that Biston and his wife 
have met clandestinely on street cor- 
rers and at other places. 

The Curtises were married in August, 
1909, in Allentown, Pa., and lived to- 
gether until June last. They continued 
to occupy the same flat until July, 
when, Curtis says, his wife departed. 

“After moving from the last place,” 
Curtis said, ‘“‘my wife telephoned me 
not to come home on a particular day, 
telling me she had been unable to get 
a flat and was living with her two 
children by a fc-mer marriage, in one 
room. I came anyway. 

“After I reached the house on West 
Pine, I heard her go to the telephone 
and call Biston. I heard her say in 
8 low tone, “Somebody's here.’’ There 
was confusion in the house and I lost 
the remainder of the conversation, ex- 
cept its close when I heard her say: 
“I’m awfully sorry, dearie, but you 
have a good time anyvway.’’ 

“She told me she had been talking 
tc a woman friend. She quarreled be- 
cause I came home.” 

The Bistons are proprietors of the 
Edible Supply Co., of 1400 South Comp- 
ton avenue. 

Mrs. Curtis was not at her rooming 
house when a reporter called to obtain 
a statement from her. 

Gustav M. Biston Jr., a brother of 
Ferdinand, said that. his mother, who 
is a defendant in the suit, is so sick 
she is not expected to live. His 
father, also a defendant, was taken 
seriously sick Monday. 

“T know nothing of this case,’ the 
brother sald, “except that I remember 
loaning my brother my automobile 
Big Thursday of the St. Louls Fair.

This 
used to be, and has long been, the theme for 
the discourse of Christian ministers, but it 
has now come to be part of the bounded duties 
of ministers of state. 

The speech is summed up in the sentence: 
“The word that stands at the center of what is 
to be done is service”’—service in government, 
in public office, in business. The “something for 
nothing” method of Big Business is to be abol- 
ished and adequate service made the basis of 
profit, 

This is a strong appeal to the conscience and 
public spirit of the country. But at the bottom 
of every public evil is the sordid interest and it 
is gratifying to note that the appeal is supple- 
mented with a warning that big guns are to be 
trained on the conscienceless who refuse to heed 
appeals; that “this is not a rosewater affair,” 
and that fighting will be done—fighting but 
without forgetting manners or losing temper.

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SELP-IMPOSED HOBBLES. 

Ex-Gov. Folk merely. parrots the repeated coun- 
se! of the Post-Dispatch when he suggests that 
the home rule movement shall be broadened to 
include home rule in public utility matters.

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SWEDISH HANDICRAFTS REVIVED 
From the Craftsman. 

The crusade for handicrafts has beer 
successful in Sweden as in no othe: 
land. Incidentally, it has added millions 
of dollars annually to the economic pros- 
perity of the nation. Into one formerly 
poverty-stricken farming village the re- 
vival of home-made basketry is bringing 
$30,000 a year; in another, lace making 
adds an equal amount; in the third par- 
ish, the old men, too old for toil in the 
fields, earn $20,000 a year by carrying 
furniture. Home crafts saved many a 
farm from desolation and made it possi- 
ble for the peasant population, in the 
face of industrial competition, to remain 
in possession of their ancestral estates. 
Emigration to America has materially 
abated, and many emigrants are return- 
ing to their old homes. Far from in- 
fringing upon machine industries, arts 
and crafts have, on the other hand, com- 
pelled the factory to produce more beau- 
tiful and durable objects. 

But more important than external eco- 
nomic prosperity is the exuberance of 
life and health, which their beautiful 
toil brings to the workmen in Sweden. If 
you doubt it, go into the North, to 
Dalecariia; visit the parish of Mockf- 
jerd in summer, and see a group of glad- 
eyed women gathered under the birch 
trees about a table decked with pillows 
and bobbins and piles of delicate lace. 
Their clothing—kerchief and bodice and 
apron—embroidered with a gay flower 
patterned, is in keeping with the perpet- 
ual springtime of their modds. Or stop 
by the roadside in Vermland and watch 
a gay family party, grandmother and 
grandchildren, breaking and scutching 
flax amid story telling and fun and 
frolic.
